To Whom it May Concern: 


Many inquiries are being received by us from eastern parties, with reference 
to new locations for the establishment of various industries, and what these par- 
ties Want, especially, is to know the resources and advantages of the different 
counties and the inducements offered by various towns of Iowa for all kinds of 
agricultural and mechanical pursuits and desirability asa home. In order that 
the information desired may be furnished, and in order to inform all parts af 
the states as to these inquiries, we have established the Iowa Industrial Immi- 
gration Bureau. The objects are to invite immigration, promote industrial en- 
terprises, and encourage every laudable undertaking calculated to develop Iowa's 
material interests. The Bureau will publish monthly a pamphlet setting forth 
the advantages of each county respectively, and these pamphlets will be dis- 
tributed by the Bureau to those desiring information from any particular part 
of the State. The Bureau will also co-operate with the various Boards of Trade, 
Citizen's Associations and Real Estate Associations of our State, and all enter- 
prising bodies interested in the development of the vast and varied resources of 
Iowa. Through these pamphlets people in the east and elsewhere looking for 
locations will learn that Lowa is the most inviting field for home-seekers. Our 
state and county officers are giving us encouragement, but we ask the co-opera- 
tion of all enterprising citizens of our state in this work. 
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Thirty years ago almost the whole of Iowa was an unbroken prairie, aud by 
many the land of the state was supposed to be of no value, except possibly for 
grazing. If at that time one had predicted the almost boundless wealth which 
was stored in her soil, he would have been laughed at and considered nothing 
less than a lunatic, Thousands of emigrants loaded their possessions in ‘‘prai- 
rie schooners” and drove to Kansas and Nebraska, passing over a state, with 
scarcely a glance, which was destined to become in a short time the ‘‘Garden of 
the Union.” | 

Iowa is no longer a portion of the ‘‘Far West,” but is now one of the prin- 
cipal states in that section of the Union commonly called tbe great Northwest. 
In agricultural production she is as yet in her infancy, though far ahead of all 
her sister states. The immense crops raised in the northwestern part of the 
state clearly demonstrates the fact, that nearly every foot of her soil is produc- 
tive, and taking the returns of crops raised now as a basis, it almost staggers 
one to try to figure on the crops the state will produce ten or even five years 
hence.

Her summers are longer than 
the average of those in other states in the same latitude, and her winters are 
comparatively short. Hercrops are of great variety—everything that grows 
in the temperate zone being produced here in vast abundance. Her facilities 
for marketing what she produces are unequaled; with railroads extending to all 
points of the compass connecting all her counties with the great markets on all 
sides of her, she is able to command the highest market price for all her 
products. Her lands are as yet comparatively cheap—both improved and un- 
improved lands can be bought here cheaper than the same quality and equally 
desirably located farms can be had for in other agricultural states.

While telegraphic reports in news- 
papers are heralding the fact that there is a magnificent crop prospect in Kan- 
sas, in Nebraska or the Dakotas, the wires are not laden with any particular 
information concerning the Iowa crops. It would be well for those people in- 
tending to locate in any of these states to reflect on these facts, to inquire why 
there is no excitement in the country anywhereconcerning Iowacrops. It might 
also be well to inquire why the railroads do not gather statistics all along their 
lines in Iowa regarding crop prospects as they do in Kansas, Nebraska, the 
Dakotas and other western states.

The mighty hand of industry did marvels work, 
And from a hamlet meagre wrought our for our use a busy mart

The question, what has Tabor to offer as inducements to people to locate 
there, brings up such a wide range of thought and of excellencies possessed by 
the town, that a writer or an answerer of questions becomes bewildered in the 
accumulating field. So apparent are these advantages displayed, that residents 
of the town would really prefer to have persons seeking a location to come 
among them and observe the evidences of prosperity and enterprise for them- 
selves, rather than read of the indescribable advantages attempted to be pictured 
in the space allotted to this sketch. The limits of this publication would be en- 
tirely inadequate to portray in a proper manner the numerous advantages of Ta- 
bor as a home town or a business location. 

Man's first great care should be the comfort and happiness of his family, 
and in looking for a business location, he should take inte consideration the ad - 
vantages presented as a place of residence as well as those for business. Surely 
no more pleasant town than Tabor can be found in which to make a home. 
Then if you seek not only a happy home town, but a place also where your 
children can enjoy the privileges of the best educational advantages, Tabor 
offers fully as great advantages as any town of equal population anywhere. 
Christian people will find a home in this town agreeable to them, and where 
they may enjoy to the fullest extent the church privilege so dear to them, here 
furnished by four churches of different denominations, presided over by able, 
eloquent ministers of the gospel. Then, again, people in search of a location 
should select a growing town, not a town that is finished and fenced in with the 
idea that it is more retired and quiet. A man, residing among a live, active, 
energetic people, lives happier and healthier from his intercourse with these 
people than he does in dragging along_ his existence in a half-asleep, half- 
dead locality.

Never was this characteristic so strikingly manifested as in the building of 
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the Tabor & Northern Railway. Founded before the days of railroads in Iowa, 

_and on the high land which constitutes the divide between the Missouri and 
Nishna rivers, the town was missed by the lines of railroads which crossed the 
state at a later day, and so for years it suffered the disadvantages of being sever- 
al miles from a railroad.

It extends from Tabor to Malvern, Iowa, a dis- 
tance of nine miles where it connects with the main line of the C., B. & Q. and 
and O. & St. L. R. R's. Trains are run so as to make close connections with 
the principal trains on these roads, thus giving to Tabor superior railroad facil- 
ities, in short, placing it practically on the main lines of these great roads. 


The success of the road even in its first year far surpasses the expectations 
of its strongest advocates and its business is constantly increasing. With its 
coming, a new life has been given to the town and to Tabor College, an institu- 
tion which is justly the pride of the community and of western Iowa as well, 
and it has given to both a prospect for the future which is bright indeed. 


There are farms on the bottoms in Fremont county where land has been 
in corn for forty-six years in succession, and with western farming there is 
cropped from forty to fifty bushels per acre now, and a bushel of corn in Iowa 
is three half bushels of ears or seventy pounds of dry corn on the cob. 

In manufacturing establishments our supply is limited but we stand ready 
with open arms to welcome any and all who come. 


Fuel is cheap and shipping facilities are good, and any one wishing to en- 
gage in milling or manufacturing cannot find any better location.

New York 
state alone is ready to receive all the fruit we can send them and will take no 
other when they can get fruit from Fremont county. 

Omaha and Council Blufis with their 150,000 people are only two hours 
from us. Des Moines with 50,000, St. Joseph with 60,0co and Kansas City 
with over 100,000 population are less than 12 hours from us and offer a great 
demand for all our products. : 

Farmers did not pay much attention to their orchards during the early set- 
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tlement of this part of the country, not expecting profit from them; but lately 
‘the orchards and small fruit have been very profitable and parties near here 
have gone into the business heavily. One man has 200 acres in a fruit farm 
and sold $1,700 worth of blackberries and raspberries alone this season. He 
has 35,000 apple trees set out and expects to get rich. 


Some extensive quarries of stone are found in the bluffs along the Missouri 
bottoms. Sand is also found along the streams and in the hills. In the south- 
west part of Fremont county taere are beds of potter’s clay and indications of 
coal. 

When Tabor was first settled, there was not enough brush on the flat for 
family use, and now the town is noted for shade trees raised on the grounds that 
are from six inches to four feet in diameter. With the exception of Bayliss 
Park at Council Bluffs, Tab-r has the nicest park in southwestern Iowa. 

The prospects were never better for future trade in all lines than now, 
while in nearly all other sections crops have been cut short if not entirely de- 
stroyed by drouth, this country will gather nearly an average yield and the ad- 
vance in prices promise to make times better and trade good. Good prices for 
farm produce means plenty of trade and work for business men. 


Tabor needs some good business blocks, and parties will rent them the in- 
stant they are ready, at a good figure. 

Among fruits, apples, plums, cherries, grapes and the small fruits are 
raised profitably and a factory for dessicating or preserving them would pay well. 

The canning factories in southwest Iowa put up large quantities of tomatoes 
and sweet corn of the very best quality. 

Tabor has brilliant prospects before her, and it will take but a few years 
to prove our predictions. With these few general remarks we will conclude by 
extending, on behalf of the people of Tabor, a cordial invitation to those per-

History AND OBJECT. 

The year before the organization of Fremont county, a colony from north- 
ern Ohio came to southwestern Iowa. Coming by boat up the Missouri river, 
they landed and began their new homes near the present town of Percival. Af- 
ter a three years’ experience with overflows and disasters they moved to higher 
Jand, some twenty miles north, ard founded the town of Taber. 

Their one purpose in coming iato the west was to lay the foundations for a

christian college, that should offer the young people of this western region a 
liberal christian training. 
LEADERS. 

Deacon George B. Gaston and wife were the leaders of the little band 
During the years 1840-45, they had been in the west on a mission to the Pawnee 
Indians, and their eyes were opened to the need of christian training near at 
hand for the young men and women of the then new west; for thoroughly trained 
teachers; for a school that should hold up the highest ideals of life, both spirit- 
ual and intellectual. 

Rev. John Todd and wife came with them to minister to the spiritual needs 
of the little colony. For thirty years they labored faithfully and earnestly with 
a hope and courage that never failed. 

GROWTH, 
An academy was?opened, and{a young man, a graduate of Oberlin College 
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Ohio, just finishing his theological course, was called to take charge of it. He 
began teaching in November, 1957. Nine years after, Tabor College, the out- 
growth of the academy, opened its doors, offering a full college course, and by 
its articles of incorporation having full power to confer all degrees granted by 
similar institutions. 
At the annual commencement June, 1891, the college celebrated the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of its existence. 
7 TABOR COLLEGE. 
Some three thousand students have enjoyed its advantages for a longer or 
shorter time, The college holds property valued at $150,000, not including the 


library and museum; five buildings, a library of 6,000 volumes, a museum of | 


12,000 specimens, apparatus and furniture worth $5,000. 


FACULTY. 

The college ‘has had men and women representing the aig colleges of 
the east upon its faculty. 

Among the men who have been connected with the college and have made 
their names widely known by their scholarship, may be meutioned Professor 
Johnson Wright in ethics and Professor James E. Todd in science. 

In the present faculty there are represented the following colleges: Am- 
herest, Harvard, Wooster, Iowa and Oberlin. 

Rev. W. M. Brooks has been the president from the organization of the 
college and academy. In 1891 Rev. R. C. Hughes was called to the position of 
vice-president. 

CourRsE OF STUDY. 

The Collegiate Department covers the usual four years of study inthe regu- 
lar courses. Three courses are provided as follows: 

I. Classical course with degree of A. B. for graduation. 
II. Philosophical course with degree of Ph. B- 

III. Literary course with degree of B. Lit. 

The Academy or Preparatory Pua iene provides three years of prepara- 
tion for each of the courses. 

Special students, or those not wishing to take a regular course, are received 
at any time during the school year, and allowed to chose such studies as they are 
fitted for, with the approval of the faculty. No diploma is provided for such a 
course, but a certificate will be given covering the work done. 

VISITORS. 

Visitors are always welcome and will find either in the library of Gaston 
Hall, or by a call upon the vice-president, some one who will gladly show them 
over the buildings, through the library, art room, laboratories and museum, and
